The Federal Food Adm inistrator for 
Texas announces th a t the total allot­ 
ment of sugar for all purposes in Tex­ 
as for September Is 16,700,000 pounds. 
Certificates for th a t am ount have al­ 
ready been mailed to those manufac­ 
turers and m erchants entitled to par­ 
ticipation in the distribution of this 
sugar. 
It Is obviously Impossible to 
increase any of the allotments. 
Requests from retailers in all parts 
of Texas, even from the drouth area of 
West Texas, are pouring into the of­ 
fice of the Food Administration ask­ 
ing for increase In the amount of sugar 
alloted to them for Septem ber over 
their 
allotments 
for 
the 
previous 
month. 
These requests are based on 
various and sundry contentions, but 
back of it all seem s to be the desire, 
on tho part of the retailers, to sell 
more sugar. 
Iii meeting the contentions for larger 
allotments the Food Administration 
has advised distributors through tho 
Bounty Food A dm inistrators as fob 
lows: 
“It must be taken into consideration 
that whereas certificates held by r<- 
tailers in July and August represented 
only UU 2/3 per cent of their face value, 
certificates held by retailers in Sep­ 
tember represent their face value and j 
have been issued up to the am ounts of 
KO per cent of the sugar ask^d tor by 
MI retailers, 
In eth er words, the al­ 
lotments to retailers on their state­ 
ment R” for Septem ber is an increase 
of 15 per cent over the amount of 
sugar going through that channel in 
August Tills increase has been made 
Possible by a special allotment of two 
million pounds over the August allot­ 
ment on account of sugar sold by re­ 
tailer* for preserving purposes in July 
and August.
